Commencing  January  1st,  and  ending  June  30th,  1860- 


To  the  N.  G's,  V.  G’s,  Officers  and  Members  of 

Lodges  comprising  Districts  Nos.  1 and  2,  I.  0.  0.  F., 

Sax  Fraxcisco,  Cal. 

Sirs  axd  Brothers,— Your  committee  appointed  at  the  com- 
mencement of  the  above  term  by  the  seven  subordinate  Lodges 
in  the  above  districts,  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  report : 

January  1st.  The  first  meeting  of  the  term  being  on  January 
1st,  and  before  any  of  the  new  delegates  had  received  their 
certificates,  the  business  of  said  meeting  was  transacted  by  the 
committee  of  last  term  ; and,  as  appears  by  report  of  last  term, 
there  was  on  the  hands  of  the  committee  Bro.  A.  R.,  of  Peta- 
luma Lodge,  No.  30,  sick. 

There  was  also  reported  on  this  date  to  your  committee,  a. 
Mrs.  H.,  who  is  the  widow  of  an  Odd  Fellow,  and  having  the 
care  of  an  invalid  son,  and  that  she  was  in  destitute  circum- 
stances. Your  committee,  after  investigating  the  case,  and 
finding  her  to  be  in  actual  distress  and  a subject  deserving  of 
our  charity,  voted  her  a donation  of  Fifty  Dollars. 

January  8th.  The  present  delegates  were  all  present,  and 
after  presenting  their  certificates,  proceeded  to  elect  officers. 
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when  Bro.  A.  Maltbie,  of  Templar  Lodge,  No.  17,  was  elected 
President ; Bro.  James  Benson,  of  Yerba  Buena  Lodge,  No.  15, 
Secretary  ; and  P.  G.,  Bro.  A.  Himmelman,  of  Harmony  Lodge, 
No.  13,  Treasurer. 

On  this  date,  a Bro.  M.  was  reported  in  destitute  circum- 
stances, and  requested  relief.  After  a proper  investigation  of 
his  case,  he  was  reported  to  be  a worthy  Brother,  and  in  dis- 
tress, and  a donation  of  Ten  Dollars  voted  to  him  as  a means  of 
subsistence  until  he  could  gain  employment.  The  Brother  de- 
livered to  this  committee  his  note  in  their  favor,  payable  on 
demand,  for  Ten  Dollars,  promising  to  pay  the  same  as  soon  as 
he  was  able. 

January  15th.  Bro.  A.  R.,  who  has  been  sick  from  last  term, 
proposed  to  embark  for  Peru,  and  as  his  means  were  very  limi- 
ted, and  there  being  no  prospect  of  his  speedy  recovery,  a 
donation  of  Fifty  Dollars  was  awarded  to  him.  Bro.  R.  re- 
turned his  sincere  thanks  to  the  committee  for  the  care  and 
attention  which  had  been  extended  to  him  while  under  their 
care,  and  also  for  the  munificent  donation. 

February  5th.  Bro.  R.  T.  applied  for  assistance  in  procuring 
a passage  to  new  York,  he  having  a letter  of  introduction  from 
D.  D.  G.  M.,  Samuel  Cross  to  the  R.  W.  Grand  Secretary,  for  his 
influence  in  behalf  of  the  Brother.  Your  committee  took  the 
case  in  hand,  and  succeeded  in  procuring  a passage  for  Bro.  T. 
at  a very  material  reduction  on  current  rates,  and  rendered  to 
him  such  other  relief  as  his  case  required. 

Bro.  G.  TV.  D.  w7as  reported  as  being  disabled  at  Dr.  Cooper’s 
hospital.  A committee  was  appointed  to  visit  him,  and,  on  re- 
turn, reported  that  the  Brother  said  he  was  a member  of  Bid- 
well  Lodge,  No.  47,  and  from  letters  in  his  possession  there  was 
evidence  that  he  had  been  receiving  relief  from  members  of 
said  Lodge.  Your  committee,  therefore,  attended  to  him,  and 
supplied  his  wants,  and  w7rote  immediately  to  Bidwell  Lodge  in 
relation  to  him  ; and,  after  a delay  of  eight  weeks,  received 
advices  that  Brother  D.  had  ceased  to  be  a member  of  said 
Lodge  in  June,  1859,  and.  therefore,  had  no  legitimate  claim 
upon  them  for  benefits  ; also,  that  a collection  had  been  taken 
up  towards  reimbursing  this  committee  for  what  they  had  paid 
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to  Bro.  D.  Having  relieved  the  Brother  so  far,  your  committee 
did  not  feel  justified  in  abandoning  him,  especially  when  it  was 
known  he  would  have  to  undergo  the  amputation  of  a limb, 
and  have  a good  prospect  of  being  restored  to  health  and  use- 
fulness. We  continued  to  grant  him  what  relief  his  case  re- 
quired to  May  13th,  when  another  charitable  institution  volun- 
teered to  supply  his  future  wants.  We  are  happy  to  state  that 
the  brother  is  improving  in  health,  but  still  under  the  care  of 
your  Committee.  Whole  amount  of  relief  granted  to  Brother 
D.  is  eighty-five  dollars,  and  we  have  received  forty  dollars  from 
the  members  of  Bidwell  Lodge  towards  reimbursement. 

Bro.  A.  J.  F.,  of  Piscataqua  Lodge,  No.  6,  Portsmouth,  N.  H., 
was  reported  sick  and  in  need  of  relief.  He  was  attended  to, 
and  his  necessities  supplied,  and  remained  under  the  care  of 
your  Committee  three  weeks,  and  had  twenty-five  dollars  bene- 
fits paid  him. 

Brothers  H.  E.  M.  and  S.  F.  applied  for  relief.  They  were  in 
good  health  but  utterly  destitute,  and  solicited  a small  amount 
of  pecuniary  aid.  Tour  Committee,  after  a rigid  investigation 
of  their  circumstances,  donated  to  each  of  them  five  dollars, 
the  brothers  promising  to  refund  the  same  as  soon  as  they 
could  : and  we  are  happy  to  announce  that  the  amount  dona- 
ted to  Bro.  F.  has  been  refunded  to  this  Committee  on  May  20th, 
accompanied  by  a letter  expressing  his  grateful  thanks  for  the 
assistance  granted  him  in  the  hour  of  need. 

February  19 th.  Brother  II.  W.,  of  Peter  Fritz  Lodge,  No.  486, 
Pennsylvania,  presented  his  card,  and  physician’s  certificate 
that  he  had  been  sick  for  six  weeks,  the  brother  being  in  good 
standing.  Benefits  were  paid  him  to  the  amount  of  twenty-four 
dollars. 

March  4 th.  Brother  T.  H.,  of  Mercantile  Lodge,  No.  47,  New 
York,  was  reported  disabled  with  a lame  hand.  He  received 
the  attention  and  care  required,  and  also  ten  dollars  benefits. 

March  1 1th.  Brother  W.  D.,  of  Covenant  Lodge,  No.  35,  New 
York,  was  reported  sick,  and  produced  a certificate  from  his 
physician  that  he  had  been  sick  for  six  months,  with  dropsy. 
He  has  been  attended  to,  and  is  still  under  the  care  of  the  Com- 
mittee, with  very  slight  hopes  of  a speedy  recovery.

March  11th.  Brother  M.  L.,  of  Oustomali  Lodge,  No.  16,  was 
reported  sick,  and  received  our  attention  and  care  for  two 
weeks,  when  he  was  so  far  recovered  as  to  require  no  further 
assistance. 

April  8th.  Brother  B.  P.  P.,  of  Morning  Star  Lodge,  No.  20, 
Cal.,  was  reported  as  being  dangerously  ill  at  the  Tremont 
House.  Your  Committee  immediately  procured  a nurse,  and 
such  other  assistance  as  his  case  required,  but  are  sorry  to  state 
that  the  brother  departed  this  life  at  about  12  o’clock  the  same 
night.  A special  session  was  called  on  the  9th  inst.,  and  ar- 
rangements made  for  the  interment  of  his  remains  in  Lone 
Mountain  Cemetery,  which  was  duly  attended  to  by  the  Com- 
mittee and  several  invited  brothers,  and  his  body  committed  to 
the  grave  with  the  rites  and  ceremonies  of  our  beloved  order 
appropriate  for  the  occasion  ; and  intelligence  of  the  event 
properly  forwarded  to  the  Lodge  of  which  be  was  a member. 

April  8th.  Brother  A.  W.,  of  Madison  Lodge,  No.  98,  Balti- 
more, Md.,  was  reported  disabled  with  a lame  hand,  and  unable 
to  work,  and  in  need  of  relief.  He  remained  under  our  care 
for  three  weeks,  aud  received  benefits  according  to  his  card, — 
when  he  was  reported  well. 

April  15th.  Brother  S.  was  reported  in  destitute  circumstan- 
ces— that  he  was  a miner,  and  had  procured  employment  at  Bel- 
lingham Bay,  and  had  no  means  of  paying  his  passage  there, 
and  desired  a loan  of  this  committee  for  that  purpose.  After  a 
thorough  investigation  of  the  matter,  and  having  confidence  in 
the  integrity  of  Bro.  S.,  a loan  of  forty  dollars  'was  voted  to 
him,  for  which  he  gave  his  note  at  ninety  days,  and  which  -we 
have  full  hope  will  be  honored  at  maturity. 

Aprililth.  Brother  P.  M.,  of  Stockton  Lodge,  No.  11,  pre- 
sented a certificate  from  Dr.  E.  S.  Cooper  that  he  had  received 
an  injury  in  the  hand  which  disabled  him  from  performing  any 
manual  labor,  and  stated  that  he  was  in  need  of  relief.  The 
Brother  being  in  good  standing,  he  was  attended  to,  and  re- 
mained under  our  care  sis  weeks,  when  he  was  reported  well. 

May  20 th.  Bro.  M.  L.,  of  Oustomali  Lodge,  No.  1G,  Cal.,  was 
reported  sick  ; he  has  been  attended  to,  and  is  still  under  the 
care  of  the  committee. 


June  24 th.  Up  to  this  date  there  have  been  no  new  cases 
reported  ; and  are  now  remaining  under  the  care  of  the  com- 
mitteee,  Bros.  G.  TV.  D.,  TV.  D.,  and  M.  L.

Lodges  whose  representations  have  been  above  the  average 
are  four,  viz. : California,  No.  1,  Harmony,  No.  13,  Yerba  Bu- 
ena, No.  15,  and  Magnolia,  No.  29. 

Lodges  whose  representation  has  been  below  the  average,  are 
three,  viz. : San  Francisco,  No.  3,  Templar,  No.  17,  and  Bay 
City,  No.  71. 

In  conclusion  we  would  state  that  the  sessions  of  the  commit- 
tee have  been  conducted  in  harmony  and  brotherly  love  ; that 
the  delegates  have  been  attentive  to  the  duties  assigned  them, 
and  have  manifested  a zeal  worthy  of  Odd  Fellows,  both  as  re- 
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gards  sick  and  destitute  brothers  who  have  called  on  them  for 
relief,  and  also  for  the  interests  of  the  Order  at  large. 

The  financial  affairs  of  the  committee  have  had  our  particular 
attention  devoted  to  them,  and  all  delinquent  Lodges  have  been 
written  to,  and  urged  to  pay  the  amounts  which  they  severally 
owe  to  this  committee. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  your  committee,  on  May  13th,  ap- 
pointed a sub-committee  to  collect  the  several  resolutions  re- 
lating to  the  legality  of  general  relief  committees,  'which  have 
been  passed  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States,  and  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  the  State  of  California  ; all  of  which  were  col- 
lected, and  five  hundred  copies  printed  in  circular  form  for  the 
use  of  this  committee,  and  a copy  of  the  same  sent  to  each 
Lodge  in  this  city. 

We  have  also  sent  a copy  thereof  to  each  and  every  Lodge 
that  is  indebted  to  the  committee,  and  that  hereafter,  whenever 
a draft  shall  be  forwarded  to  any  Lodge  for  benefits  paid  to  a 
member  thereof,  a copy  of  said  circular  will  be  enclosed  there- 
with. 

Having  now  arrived  at  that  time  when  we  must  soon  give 
place  to  our  successors,  we  shall  resign  to  you  that  sacred  and 
important  trust  you  so  confidingly  placed  in  our  hands,  and 
hereafter  our  hope  will  be  that  the  good  works  of  the  General 
Relief  Committee  may  extend  in  a measure  commensurate  with 
the  progress  of  Odd  Fellowship,  and  that  it  may  continue  to  be, 
as  it  now  is,  the  “ city  of  refuge  ” and  the  " haven  of  rest”  for 
every  sick  or  distressed  Odd  Fellow  who  may  be  cast  within  its 
jurisdiction.

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The  General  Relief  Committee  I.  0.  0.  F.  of  San  Francisco,  Cal- 
ifornia, instituted  December,  1852,  and  comprised  of  the  N.  G’s  and 
Y.  G’s  of  the  seven  subordinate  Lodges  of  this  city,  was  organized 
for  the  purpose  of  affording  relief  to  Brothers  belonging  to  other 
jurisdictions.  Some  difficulty  having  arisen  between  this  Committee 
and  Lodges  in  other  States,  in  consequence  of  the  existence  of  this 
body  not  being  generally  known,  and  its  legality  not  being  usually 
recognized,  we  refer  to  proceedings  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  U. 
S.,  pages  1,947,  2,104,  2,115,2,116,2,150,  and  resolution  2,151,  and 
the  adoption  of  the  same,  page  2,180,  as  follows  : 

Resolved,  That  upon  the  issuing  of  a visiting  card  by  a subordi- 
nate Lodge  or  Encampment,  the  .Secretary  or  Scribe  thereof  shall 
endorse  upon  it  the  amount  of  'weekly  and  funeral  benefits  allowed 
by  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  of  said  Lodge  or  Encampment, 
and  that  it  shall  be  bound  for  any  relief  '-xtended  to  a Brother 
holding  such  a card  to  the  extent  of  the  b.<  fits  so  rendered. 

Resolved,  That  when  a subordinate  Louge  or  Encampment  or 
General  Relief  Committee  is  applied  to  for  relief  by  a Brother  hold- 
ing a card,  such  Lodge,  Encampment  or  General  Relief  Committee 
shall,  upon  the  certificate  of  a respectable  physician,  showing  the 
time  that  the  Brother  has  been  sick,  and  shall  take  a draft  upon  his 
Lodge  or  Encampment  for  whatever  amount  he  may  have  received, 
which,  with  the  certificate,  shall  be  forwarded  for  pajunent;  Pro- 
vided, that  in  the  event  of  the  death  of  a Broth  and  his  being 
buried  by  the  Lodge,  Encampment  or  General  Re.ief  Committee,  it* 
shall  only  be  necessary  to  forward  the  physician’s  certificate,  to- 
gether with  his  card,  and  a proper  voucher  for  the  amount  so 
advanced. 

Resolved,  That  Grand  Corresponding  and  Recording  Secretary  be 
instructed  to  transmit  to  the  several  Grand  Bodies  under  this  juris- 
diction, as  early  as  practicable  after  the  adjournment  of  the  present 
session,  a copy  of  the  foregoing  resolutions.

The  General  Relief  Committee  of  this  city  is  recognized  and  en- 
dorsed by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  California,  session  of  1854,  page  59, 
by  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolutions,  viz. : 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Lodge  recognizes  the  organization  and 
legality  of  the  General  Relief  Committee  of  the  city  of  San  Fran- 
cisco, instituted  December,  1852,  and  all  other  organizations  of  a 
similar  character. 

Resolved,  That  the  General  Relief  Committee  of  this  jurisdiction 
have,  and  they  are  hereby  given  full  power  to  grant  relief,  to  de- 
mand a return  of  moneys  expended,  and  have  charge  of  all  things 
relating  to  visiting  Brothers  holding  good  and  valid  cards  asking 
for  relief.
